It 
was a remark of Charies I1., when he revived a practice of his pre- 
decessors and attended the sittings of the House of Lords. The

Oth May, 1747.—John Dalrymple, second Earl of Stair, who 
in early youu acciventally killed his elder brother, died this day. 
When Ambassador at Paris (1715-20), during the Kegency, he gave 
orders to his coachman to ied way to nobody except the hing 
meaning that an English ambassador should take the pass, even of 
the Regent, but without naming him. The Host, immediately after 
this, was seen coming down the street. Colonel Young, who was 
Master of the Horse, rode to the window of the carriage, and asked 
Lord Stair, “If he would be pleased to give way toGod Aimighty 2?” 
He replied, “ oF all meane, but to no one else.” And then, stepping 
out of the coach, paid respect to the religion of the country he was 
in, kneeling in a di'ty 8 reet. 

9th May, 1214.—UCntil this day the office of Chief Magistrate of 
London was held for life. King John, by letters patent baring 
that uate, granted permission for the mayor to be chosen annually, 
but required that he should take his corporal oath for the execution 
of his trust, Sir William Walwerth was the tiret Lord Mayor of 
London, and the title has been retained by his successors.
